Water the Horses 

This is the time of year when the 
horses, the motive pow>r of the farm, 
suffer most. You would not get the 
hired man .to follow the disc harrow, 
the plough or the binder long if a jug 
of cool water was not at hand fre-.

Get 
a clean barrel or two. Put them in 
@ wagon or truck—A4ll with water and 
haul to the field each’ morning and 
moon.

Even if you 
only give them half a gallon each it 
will greatly refresh. them.

Interesting Data as to loeberge 
A three months game of 
vessela of the United States revenue 
cutter service and the icebergs of 
North Atlanti¢ steamship lanes 
has just been brought to en end, has 
resulted in contributions of great val- 
ue to the mariner’s store of know- 
ledge about ice movements_and their 
dangers to the great fleet constantly 
passing between Durope and America. 
The ice patrol itself was a direct re- 
sult of the tremendous shock suffered 


iby both Europe and America in the}. 


loss of the glant liner Titania a. year 
ago last April, when more than 1,600. 
persons were drowned when the vessel 
collided with an iceberg in the same 
waters searched this year by the rev- 
enue cutters. 
The vessel engaged In the ice 
were the cutters ‘Seneca and M. 
commanded by Capts. C. B. Johnson 
and A. §. Gamble respectively, Capt.- 
Johnston was the senior officer in 
command of the ice patrol and in his 
final report are» conclusions which 
ought to fo-m the basis of study by 
all commanders and navigators of

The mode of procedure in the Ice 
} patrol maintained by the Seneca and 
the Miami was for the two vessels to 
take turns in scouring the ocean for 
{ice In the waters boundeé -by the fif- 
| tieth and forty-fourth parallels north 
| latitude, and the fortieth and forty- 
| ninth meridians of west longitude. 
} All passing vessels reported by wire- 
less to the patrol vessels any ice they 
had encountered in those waters, while 
the vessels in turn transmitted to the 
Naval Hydrographic Office at. New 
York daily reports of all ice either 
seen. by them or reported to them by 
other vessels.. In a short time prac- 
tically overy berg in those waters 

had been located, identified and its 
general movements ascertained. 

Thereafter the task of the patrol ves- 
sels was to check up on Uhe known 
bergs at frequent intervals, and by 

observation of their positions at each 
‘| sighting, to learn the rate and direct- 
fon of thelr movements. It is this! 
secondary phase of the patrol that! 
yielded the general observations of 
greatest permanent value to maritime; 
interests, 

It was fcund that the icebergs were 
brought south along the coast of |New- 
foundland and the Grand Banks by 
what is known as the Labrador Cur- 
rent. The southerly drift was found 
to vary from practically nothin, to as 
high aa thirty-two miles a dav, 
pending upon wind and tide ‘in its fluc- 
tuations. At the junction of the La- 
accelerated by the 
flow from the Gulf of- St. Lawrence, 
and the northward moving gulf stream: 
from the gulf of .Mexico,. tho direct 
of the drift. of icebergs is charge 
southerly to north and dod 
The Gulf stream ig more powerful 
than the Labrador current and domin- 
ates it, taking along in its course 
whatcver {ce may be broug’ t into it. 
This change usually cecurs in April 
and May, and those months become 
then the period of greatest danger to 
transatlantic liners from ice. The 
tracks of the liners hardly touch the 
Labrador current, but ‘do Ile along the 
Path of the Gulf stream. The area 
of the ice danger is at the same time 
restricted, because bergs coming into 
the gulf stream do not last long in 
the warm water of that current. 

Capt. Johnston is of the opinion 
that the quantity of ic2 brought down 
in the spring is in direct proportion to 
the severity of the winter preceding. 
The severity of the winters in the 
north Atlantic States, he says, de- 
pends upon the prevalence of strong 
north winds having their origin on the 
Labrador coast. Similaily it is these 
same winds which start southward 
the great mass of ice broken off from 
glaciers which appear in the steamship 
tracks as icebergs.. Therefore the ice 
danger in the steamship lanes is al- 
ways greatest after the most severe 
winters and less as the preceding win- 
ter has. been mild. 

Many of the icebergs in the south 
ward drift becomes grounded on the 
Grand Banks and do not constitute any 
serlous Menace to the  translantic 
liners. It is those which continue 
south parallel to and beyond the banks 
which threaten the safety of the ocean 
steamers; ard it was to these that the 
revenue cutter patrols paiad the most 
attention. Capt. Johnston said that 
the largest berg that was encountered 
was about 400 feet long, 300 feet wide 
and about 70 feet out of the water. 
The smallest ice which properly could 
be called a berg was 225 feet long, 
100 fee. wide and 35 feet out of the 
water. 

Capt. Johnston estimated the rate 
of deteriodation of icebergs floating in 
the Gulf stream is about 6 per cent. 
a day. He saw many melting so 
rapidly that waterfalls were pouring 
down their sides while others in the 
advanced stages of dissolution turned 
over daily as rapid melting shifting 
the centre of gravity. Sometimes ice- 
bergs were found literally covered 
with sea birds. Of the score of 
varieties of sea birds found on or near 
icebergs Capt. Johnston concludes 
that the presence of none but the 
murre, a bird common in northern 
latitudes, can be safely regarded as an 
indication of ice in the vicinity.

A House Fly as big as a Cat 

Many thousands of people have 
seen the big glass mosquito at the 
American Museum of Natural History 
Now it has a compan- 
jon in a house fly 64,000 times as big 
as the one we are so often adjured 
to swat or starve. This model has 
cost nine months of work and study 
on the par: of Ignasz Matausch,: a 
Hungarian modelmaker in the service 
of the museum. The proportions 
have been preserved with the minut- 
est care, Mr. Matausch having made 
his drawings and casts for the head 
and body and various members of the 
insect from dissection. Larvae and 
pupae of the fly are shown in models 
molded on the same scale, as are the 
eggs, which appear as little cucumber- 
shaped pieces of paraffin about two 
inches long. A real fly’s egg is just 
visible to the naked eye. The same 

artist has painted an enlargement 
(1,500 diameters) of the hairy foot of 
the-fly, showing the typhoid bacilll, of 
which the insect is the common Car; 
rier, one the: claw-like tip of. the mem- 
ber.

NAVAL EXPANSION. 


Sitter Rivalry That Keeps England and 
Germany on the Jump. 

In 1904 England had 202,000 tons of | 
warships in the Mediterranean and | 
none in the North sea. In 1907 Eng- 
land had 135,000 tons of warsbips in 
the Mediterranean and 166,000 tons in 
the North sea. In 1909 England had 
123,000 tons of warships in the Med- 
iterranean and 427,000 tons in the 
North sea. In 1912 England had 126, 
000 tons of warships in the Mediter. 
Tanean and 481,000. tons in the North 
sea. At last accounts England had 
60,000 tons of warships in the Mediter- 
ranean and 500,000 tons in the North 
sea. 

There has been a steady increase of | 
the navy in Germany. In 1900 the 
tonnage of warships and large cruisers 
over 6,000 tons was 152,000; in 1911 it 
was 823,000. The number of heavy 
Guns in 1900 was 52; in 1911 it was 
‘p80. The horsepower of engines in 
1900 was 160,000; in 1911 it was 1,051,- 
000. The naval crews in 1900 number- 
“08° 28,326; In 1911, 57,353, and in 1913 
the German. nayal, apal. dt com-, 
vist of 3,394 officers and 69, men. 

Between 1900 and 1911 the tonnage 
of the British fleet increased from 215,- 
000 to 1,716,000; of the German fleet 
from 152,000 to 829,000, 

In ten years British naval expendl- 
ture has increased from $172,500,000 
to $222,500,000; in Germany the ex- 
penditure has jumped from. $47,500,000 
to $110,000,000.° Out of these total 
sums Great Britain’ spends one-third. 
and Germany ene-balf on new con 
struction.—Scribner’s Magazine.
